ATLANTA (UPI) — Coretta Scott King, widow of slain 
civil rights leader Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., Thursday said 
she supports the Humphrey-Hawkins bill for full em­ 
ployment.

Presley ’s Loss 
SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) — A guarantee of business 
from the White House is not a road to riches, according to 
Paul Presley, a friend of former President Richard Nixon 
and part owner of the San Clemente Inn. 
The inn, up the coast from the former Western White 
House, was press headquarters whenever Nixon was at his 
home and housed other members of the President’s party, 
which usually numbered about 250. 
That may sound like money in the bank to innkeepers 
elsewhere, Presley said, but the White House has a way of 
suddenly changing plans — failing to appear on schedule or 
packing up and flying off without warning, he said. That 
often left him with 90 empty rooms he had reserved by 
turning away other customers, and “the whole thing cost us 
about a half-million dollars,” Presley said

INDEPENDENCE, Mo — (NEA> —- Had he lived this would 
have been the 57th summer of Harry and Bess Truman s 
marriage, and the 82nd of their quiet and wonderful love af­ 
fair. As it is. she marks the occasion alone in the Victorian 
mansion they shared with each other in the Delaware Street 
community they shared with Middle America, and in the town 
they eventually shared with the world 
TTvey met in elementary school, she a slim and reserved 
lass, he a more outward chap with rimless spectacles that 
magnified his eyeballs Neither was extraordinary, but they 
suited one another By high school their holding of hands had 
escalated into a proper romance In 1919. when he was 35 and 
she 34. the union was formalized 
Bess Truman was an old-fashioned wife but not a subser­ 
vient one He called her “ the boss.’’ the “only person who can 
tell me off and get away with it " Periodically she did tell him 
off For instance, she was forever admonishing him about his 
language in public Not that she was above four letter words 
herself now and then, but only in private 
H am " she would 
say. “you really shouldn't have said that " 
There is no indication that Truman listened to Bess regar 
ding his expletives But he appreciated her counsel in most 
other areas History does not dwell on it much, but during 
their seven years in the White House she apparently was chief 
among his advocates 
They were constant evening com 
panions, retiring to privacy soon after dinner where together 
they would go over his speeches, his judgments, his priorities 
It is not known whether she assisted in his decision making 
but surely she provided a critical ear and conscience 
She was not an Eleanor Roosevelt, understand She did not 
push ber views on her husband or anyone else She was content 
lo be in the background, to be Mrs Harry Truman to be 
featured in the papers only out of obligation In the way of her 
private self she was stuffy, then and now She has never gabb­ 
ed. never told all. or even’a little What a book she could w rite. 
but of course she will not 
And yet she has never been drab Truman s eve for her had a 
bit of roguishness about it. and with good reason “She looks 
exactly the way a woman of her age should look “ he said. 
winking J B West, who ushered at the White House during 
the Truman years, rem em bers the couple did not always 
retire af ter dinner merely to look over speeches Usually they 
had a drink, always Old Fashioneds. and after that, well West 
says everyone called them “ the lovebirds " 
Those Old Fashioneds. by the way were not meant for the 
minister dropping in West says that when the Trumans first 
moved to the executive mansion. Bess was less than satisfied 
with the drinks being prepared She tried several times to hint 
to the butler that his Old Fashioneds were not really Old 
Fashioneds Thus one evening, in desperation the butler simp­ 
ly splashed huge amounts of bourbon over ice and served it up 
“Now that," smiled Bess “is an Old Fashioned'“ 
As for the lovebird activity, West remembers one autumn 
when Bess had returned from spending the summer with her 
mother in Independence The two were delighted to see each 
other again and retired after dinner more enthusiastically 
than usual The next morning, during routine discussions with 
the usher. Bess said. ah, she had a little problem “ It s the 
President’s bed. Two slats broke during the night “ Blushing, 
she asked if it could be repaired quickly 
Now it is over, except for the memories And for Mrs 
Truman, one of five surviving former first ladies, most of the 
memories are right bere in the Delaware Street neighborhood 
She met Harry here, she married him here, she buried him a 
■bort while away.Eighty two summers, good times and bad. 
for the Trumans and for their nation 
IJess is well, they say She has arthritis, she has recently 
boon to the hospital, and at age 91 she doesn t get out so much 
anymore, but her spirits are apparently good I say apparently 
because I am guessing Those who know for certain also know

KANSAS CITY Mo — (N EA ) — Of late, there has been a 
thrust of authoritative and persuasive columns arguing that 
the Republican party is dying, and the Democratic party along 
with it These pieces are written by knowledgeable political 
analysts and reporters All quote men of stature and most give 
statistics showing the drift from Republican and Democrat to 
independent 
Maybe so 
The arguments are impressive - and the 
statistics Rut I beg to differ 
One problem, and a goodly share of the confusion I believe, 
comes from the state and national conventions A firm pere en 
tage of the delegates are not representative of their party It 
was ai) too clear at the Democratic National Convention in 
New York that many of the men and women there were more 
liberal than the average Democrat, and less flexible 
Likewise if I compare spot surveys here and there of local 
Republicans with checks among delegates to the Republican 
National Convention, it is clear that at Kansas City there were 
extremely strong forces showing less moderation than among 
party members generally 
It is to be noted that when either party selects a candidate 
whom the voters feel to be far out — whatever his merits 
otherwise - he usually loses a sizeable chunk of voters from 
his own party and thus loses the election 
The truth is that most Democrats and most Republicans are 
moderates however forcefully they may feel arid speak on the 
issues of the moment They normally elect moderates as 
president So long as this is true the two-party system is in no 
danger 
The danger comes when, as in France and Italy, a host of 
factions regularly forces through the nomination of men 
reflecting limited points of view. representative of only small 
segments of the population 
There are of course men and women like this in both the 
Republican and Democratic parties It is their views most 
often which hit the headlines And they, often are most expert 
at political infighting in primaries and conventions because 
their followers are the most dedicated emotionally 
some 
bordering on fanaticism But these splinter factions though 
they may seem to dominate at one time or another within a 
party or a convention are not I repeat representative of the 
main stream of either the Republican or Democratic parties 
After one year, or a few years the pendulum swings, and 
moderates historically have come back into control 
The parties have clear differences, each politically defen­ 
sible by its proponents 
I have found that the average 
Democrat and Republican has a gut feeling for those beliefs of 
their party which distinguish it from the other This is true 
both of Democrats and Republicans We would therefore be 
the loser if either party disappeared 
We all know, of course of men and women who regularly 
split their votes, selecting the candidates which represents 
their views regardless of party labels Certainly there are 
some Democrats who would be Republicans and some 
Republicans who would be Denim rats if they were guided by 
their personal philosophies Slowly, hut surely these shifts 
are taking place 
The changeover process is not rapid We are tied to our own 
parties by more than logic We have great emotional ties —

The summer months in Texas are that 
time when the largest factor in most 
electric bills is operation of air 
conditioning equipment. On the average, 
air conditioning accounts for about half of 
summertime bills. 
The most important single factor in 
holding down the cost of air conditioning 
is insulation. 


Check filters every 30 days, lf you have 
the permanent type, clean them by 
manufacturer’s directions; if they’re the 
disposable type, replace them when 
they’re dirty. 


Proper insulation blocks out heat. Six or 
more inches is recommended for attics, 
three or more inches for walls and two 
inches around the ducts of central 
systems. Insulation dealers or a TP&L 
Service Representative will help you 
determine the amounts you have and the 
amounts you may need to add. 


Replace missing or worn weather 
stripping around door and window 
openings. Caulk around the outside of 
doors and windows where the frames 
meet the walls. 
You may want to install simple ■‘storm 
windows” ... plastic sheeting attached to 
lightweight wooden frames which 
completely cover window openings. 
Awnings will also help. 
Keep fireplace dampers closed when not 
in use. Close blinds or drapes to block 
out direct sunlight. 
Keep furniture 
and draperies 
away from air 
outlets and 
returns. Clean 
grills often. 


Have your air conditioning equipment 
checked seasonally by a qualified 
serviceman. 


Set the thermostat on 78°, or higher. Turn 
equipment off if you will be away from 
home for several days or longer.

Horticulturist Provides Tips

Well we can’t help you much 
with chickens or cattle, but 
much can be done with a fall 
garden. 
Gallup surveys show 56 
percent 
of 
A m erica’s

vegetable 
gardening this year. Here 
are some dollar-saving ideas 
as your thumb again turns 
bright green: 
Selecting plants: Buy your 
plants and seed w isely. 
Choose proper varieties to 
suit both your 
fa m ily ’s 
preferences and your gar­ 
den’s environment. Full sun 
is required by all fruiting 
crops (tomatoes, peppers, 
squash, etc.). Some shade is 
tolerable 
for 
leafy 
vegetables (lettu ce, cab ­ 
bage, etc.). 
Choose 
varieties 
your 
family will enjoy. If you 
don't plan to freeze extra 
vegetables 
better 
not 
go 
overboard as you plant. 
Whenever possible select 
hybrid 
types. 
Hybrids 
outproduce inbreds so much 
ifs amazing. They’re more 
vigorous and adaptable. 
Seed you’ve saved from 
last spring may still be good, 
particularly if it’s been 
stored cool and dry. If in 


doubt 
run 
a 
preliminary 
germ ination test b efore­ 
hand in a pot on your win­ 
dowsill. 
Soil preparation: Get your 
garden soil ready! Rent a 
rototiller rather than buying 
unless you have frequent 
need for the machine. Save 
m oney 
by 
pooling 
your 
rental with several neigh­ 
bors for a whole day with the 
tiller. 
Compost is the best cheap 
additive you can use in your 
soil. Its organic components 
improve all soils from sand 
clear to clay. Gypsum (five 
to ten pounds per IOO square 
feet) 
is also effective at 
loosening soils although it 
works much more slowly. 
Check spacings carefully 
when 
planting 
Thin 
seedlings to stand suggested 
distances Crowded gardens 
are poor gardens: poor yield 
and poor quality. 
Check dates and har­ 
diness, also, when planting. 
November 17 is our average 
first killing frost date for the 
D allas-F t. 
Worth 
area 
(roughly one week more or 
less per IOO miles north or 
•south). 
C abbage, 
kale, 
broccoli, lettuce, carrots, 
radishes, beets and potatoes 
(am ong others) 
are all 
hardy in varying degrees 
and can now be planted. 


Get your young garden off 
to a good start with regular 
attention to watering and 
feeding. Apply a complete 
and balanced fertilizer every 
four to six weeks as the crops 
grow. 
Start now for a productive 
vegetable garden this fall! 


Planting Urged 
For Bluebonnets 


If you’re planning a cover 
of Texas bluebonnets for the 
home landscape next spring, 
seed should be planted as 
soon as possible. 
“Seeds must be sown by 
late August if blossoms are 
wanted next spring,” em ­ 
phasizes Jam es R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agricultural 
Extension Agent. 
“Late summer planting is 
essential as bluebonnets are 
actually 
winter 
annuals,” 
explains the county agent. 
“They germinate 
in 
late 
summer, exist as a small 
rosette of leaves throughout 
the winter while developing 
a good root system , and then 
grow 
rapidly 
during 
the 
spring 
rainy 
season 
to 
produce 
a cres 
of 
blue 
flowers.” 
Many seeds are wasted 
each year due to improper 
planting, notes R isinger. 
Just tossing the seed into a 
grassy area along the road 
or in the corner of the yard 
does little else than provide 
expensive food for birds. 
G erm ination is also a 
problem. Poor germination 
usually 
occurs 
unless 
something is done to soften 
the hard seed coat to allow 
moisture to penetrate.

STORRS. Conn (UPI) - 
People were planting gar­ 
dens in their front yards in 
1776 just as many do today 
When the garden was in 
front of the house, it was 
usually as wide as the house, 
36 to 40 feet, but only two- 
thirds as long, 
extending 
about 24 feet, says Rudy 
Favretti, professor of land­ 
scape architecture at the 
University of Connecticut. 
Favretti is an authority on 
the history of garden design. 
“ The colonists planted 
flowers 
intensively 
inside 
the fence or they planted 
around the edges of the fence 
or they planted the whole 
thing and had little walks 
running through it,” he said 
in an interview. 
C o l o n i a l 
g a r d e n s 
abounded in daisies, but­ 
tercups and 
d andelions, 
p e o n ie s, 
fo u r -o ’c lo c k s , 
p r im r o se s. 
b a c h e lo r ’s 
buttons, 
sw eet 
w illiam , 
hollyhocks and canterbury 
bells. 
“ Three 
of 
the 
m ost 
com m on garden flow ers 
were buttercups, then called 


fair maids of France, daisies 
and dandelions.’’ 
Favretti 
said They also grew mot 
ning glories in almost every 
color 
except 
today’s 
“heavenly blue." 
Dooryard gardens in front 
or south of the house and in 
full view of parlor windows 
were popular in the 17th and 
18th cen tu ries, especially 
after the Revolution 
In 1898, Alice Morse Earle 
wrote. 
“ The close 
jux 
taposition. and even in 
termingling. of flowers with 
herbs, vegetables, and fruits 
gave a 
sense (rf homely 
simplicity and usefulness, as 
well as beauty.” 
Mrs 
Earle recalled that 
"all flow ers in the old garden 
seem to have been loved 
save the garish petunias, 
whose sickish odor 
grew 
more offensive and more 
powerful at nightfall ” 
E arly A m ericans grew 
flowers beneath their win 
dows so the fragrance would 
permeate the house 
Favretti said the dooryard 
or parlor garden was usually 
enclosed with a wooden 
fence about 30 inches high to 


keep 
anim als 
out 
Sometimes town ordinances 
restricted the fence height 
“ It was much like zoning 
today They had one height 
for the front of the property 
and another height for the 
side of the property,” he 
said 
Among popular plantings 
during 
Mrs 
E a rle's 
childhood were box borders, 
f l o w e r i n g 
c u r r a n t s , 
m a r ig o ld s, 
su n flo w e r s, 
yellow day lilies, daffodils 
and 
pansies 
that 
New 
Englanders called 
“bird's 
e y e .” 
“ garden 
g a te .” 
“johnny-jumpup,” “kit run 
ab ou t,” 
and 
“ none so 
pretty ” 
"To m ake a dooryard 
garden today, you could just 
have the garden along the 
fence and 
keep 
the rest 
grass,” Favretti said 
“ Of course, som etim es 
there was no flower garden 
except a few flowers by the 
front door and some herbs by 
the kitchen ’’ 
V egetab les, 
som etim es 
grown 
with 
herbs 
in 
a 
separate fenced in garden 
near 
the 
house, 
included 


leeks, ca rro ts, cab b ages, 
lettuce, onions, peas, garlic, 
m elons. E nglish gourds, 
chives, radishes, artichokes 
and straw b erries 
Hum 
pkins. beans and corn were 
grown in the fields 
"One definition that has 
been used is: a weed is a 
plant out of place People go 
crazy 
over dandelions 
in 
their lawns but people then 
didn t consider them a weed 
at all." he said 
“ I love dandelioas I make 
wine from the blossoms and 
salad with the leaves They 
don’t have any diseases or 
insect problems that I know 
of I would define them as 
the perfect plant ’’ 
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“The 
oft-recommended 
practice of puncturing the 
seed with a needle or ice pick 
will work but is rather time 
consuming as well as hard 
on the hands. Scratching the 
seed coat between two layers 
of sandpaper that have been 
glued to boards will also 
help,” says Risinger. 
To treat large quantities of 
seed , 
the 
horticulturist 
suggests mixing them with 
sand and tumbling them in a 
cement mixer to scratch the 
seed coat. Or, they may be 
soaked 
in 
warm 
w ater 
(about 130 to 150 degrees F .) 
for a few days, changing the 
water at least daily until the 
seed feel soft. 


After treating, broadcast 
the seed on tilled soil, cover 
with 14 to 12-inch of soil, firm 
the soil, and water. Keep the 
soil moist until 
seedlings 
appear—usually in a week to 
IO days. 


“ O n c e 
e s t a b l i s h e d , 
bluebonnets seed them selves 
year after year provided the 
seed has been allowed to 
m ature, grass or w eeds 
haven’t become too thick, 
and there has been sufficient 
rain in July and August to 
soften the seed coat. 


Dear Doc: Several weeks 
ago you mentioned looking 
for swollen spots on roots as 
evidence for nematodes. We 
did, and w e’ve got ’em. How 
much good can we do for new 
plants (beans, tom atoes) 
that already are growing? 
What do we apply? 
You can keep your plants 
happy and vigorous by using 
any of several commercial 
nem atode 
controls 
Any 
nursery or garden center 
will have one or more types 
su itable for use around 
existing plants. Once your 
garden is through for the 
year, you’ll do well to treat 
with Vapam to get rid of the 
nematodes once and for all. 
Dear Doc': Does bermuda 
get chinch bugs? I’d swear 
ours is loaded. 
Don’t swear! But, chances 
are, they are. indeed, there. 
We’ve had 
several cases 
right in our neighborhood. 
But please do look closely 
prior to spraying. 
Check 
margins of brown and crisp 
patches for tiny black in­ 
sects with irregular white 
patches on their backs. 
Treat 
with 
diazinon 
or 
dursban. 
Dear Doc : Our broccoli is 
growing well, but worms are 
chewing holes in the leaves. 
Sevin 
just 
doesn't 
work. 
What will? 
Try Bacillus thuringiensis, 
the biological worm spray 
It’s 
the

dependable 
looper control, sold under 
various trade names such as 
Biotrol, biological worm 
spray and Thuricide. 


Dear Doc: Our magnolia's 
leaves are dropping, yellow 
and brown. We've had it over 
IO years and we’d sure hate 
to lose it. The problem just 
started the last couple of 
weeks and we want to stop it 
while the tree still looks 
fairly good. Any common 
problems going around? 


Nothing catching, just hot 
and dry weather. If that’s 
the cause it’s probably older 
leaves (those farthest down 
the limbs) that are dropping. 
Water the tree frequently, 


deeply and thoroughly and, 
should things progress well 
the next couple of weeks, 
apply one pound of balanced 
analysis fertilizer per inch of 
trunk diameter 
Dear Doc: We’ve got a 
brand new 
(eight weeks) 
h e r m u d a g r a s s 
l a w n .

Getting a handle 
on the CB boom 


By Dm Oakley 


The hottest topic of public interest this year is not the 
Bicentennial or even the presidential election Be advised, 
good buddy, that it’s Citizens Band (CBi radio 
CB has captured the fancy and imagination of Americans 
like almost nothing since the advent of home television three 
decades ago Everyone, from truck drivers (who started the 
current boom during the 1973 gasoline shortage! to stay-at- 
homes, from school kids to the nation's First Lady (known by 
her “ handle'’ of First Mama) seems to want to communicate 
by radio 
One measure of this soaring interest is the number of 
applicants for CB licenses The Federal Communications 
Commission’s issuing office in Gettysburg, Pa , is being 
swamped with half a million applications each month, com­ 
pared to 30,000 a month a few years ago 
Another measure is the mushrooming appearance of new 
publications serving the CB market There are now at least 40 
magazines devoted to CB. according to Burson-Marsteller. the 
public relations-pubiic affairs specialist, reporting on a just- 
completed survey of the field This time last year, there were 
only four Another seven magazines, all of them less than a 
year old. deal with CB trade subjects such as marketing and 
retailing 
CB is also invading the newspapers and finding a place 
alongside the crossword puzzles and bridge columns 
Newspaper Enterprise Association, for one example has just 
introduced a weekly column called ‘CB Convac ' (“ Convac" 
is CB-ese for conversation ) 
In addition, the wire services are producing and distributing 
CB features and interviews, and radio and TV are devoting 
more time to the subject 
Researchers at Burson-Marsteller predict that the CB boom 
will generate equipment and related sales of more than SI 
billion this year and that the boom will continue unabated until 
1979, especially since the FCC recently increased the number 
of channels from 23 to 40 
From 1979 on, they say, CB is likely to have the commonali­ 
ty of today’s television, with Americans tuning into CB as 
routinely as they turn on TV, both at home and on the road 
Marconi what hath thou wrought0 


Taxes tell the tale 


The politicians of both parties, with popular approval, are 
running so hard against Washington this year — against “ big 
government” 
that the steady, continuous growth of “ little 
government’ is taking place almost unnoticed 
Consider just this fact: Combined state and local taxes 
jumped by 8 6 per cent last year to a record $147 billion, 
reports Commerce Clearing Mouse This was an increase of 
I i i 7 billion over the $153 3 billion collected in 1974, which was 
itself a record 
While state tax revenues at $82 9 billion were well above the 
$64 I billion collected at the local level, local taxes went up 
faster on a percentage basis — IO 6 per cent compared to 7.1 
per cent 
Individual income taxes registered the greatest overall in 
crease, IO 4 per cent, followed by property taxes at IO per 
cent But state and local income from all tax sources — sales, 
business, motor fuel, etc. — all recorded increases in most 
states 
Three states — California. West Virginia and Wyoming — 
reported sales tax gains of at least 20 per cent or more, with 
West Virginia topping the list at 31 4 per cent 
Ta$es tell only one part of the story of state and local 
ffovHTiment growth According to the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, in the last decade state and local government 
employment has grown four times as fast as employment in 
the general economy — and seven times as fast as the number 
of federal employes 
We really ought to put an “ s' on the end of “ big 
government ’’

More misinformation 
about lactose

DEAR DR LAMB - As a 
nutritionist I would like to dis­ 
agree with your statements 
about lactose intolerance. 
Most lactose tolerance tests 
are done with 50 grams of lac­ 
tose sugar in water, the 
amount of lactose found in a 
quart of milk However, most 
people can drink a glass of 
milk without any trouble. 
You should read the report 
by Dr Cutberto Garza and Dr. 
Nevin S. Scrimshaw from 
M IT , published in The 
American Journal of Clinical 
Nutrition, February 1976 
Their study showed that 72 per 
cent of black children age 8 to 
9 were lactose intolerant by 
testing but they could drink a 
glass of milk without symp­ 
toms. 
DEAR REA D ER - I am 
quite familiar with the work 
of Dr Schrimshaw, supported 
by the National Dairy Council. 
It is commonly used by in­ 
dividuals who claim that there 
is no lactose intolerance 
problem with milk drinking 
However, you are mixing con- 
clusions that are not 
warranted by the article you 
cite. The milk intolerance 
problem is real and the dairy 
industry should get on with 
marketing milk safe for all to 
drink. 
Children are not adults The 
lactose intolerance problem 
gets worse as one gets older 
(as high as 80 per cent of adult 
blacks and some other minori­ 
ty groups). One sees the 
effects 
of 
age 
in 
Schrim shaw’s article you 
cited, ll per cent of 4-to 5- 
year-olds were intolerant, 50 
per cent of those aged 6 to 7 
and 72 per cent in those 8 to 9 
years old. 


The common lactose in­ 
tolerance problem that makes 
people sick from using milk 
and milk products begins at 
age 2, with a decrease in lac­ 
tase enzyme that splits the 
double milk sugar. By late 
teenage and adult years, more 
people have the problem and 
the deficiency is more severe 
An article on children has 
limited application, if any, to

Coins Retain Value

SAN DIEGO (U P I) - It 
won t play at your local 
movie theater, but a new 
film practically takes the 
viewer on a journey into the 
human brain 
The film, resulting from 
the blending of photography 
and computer techniques, 
has been hailed by its 
developers as one of the 
most 
innovative 
research 
procedures developed for 
neuroscience 
For years Dr Robert B 
Livingston, neuroscientist at 
the University of California. 
San Diego, has been able to 
convert to movie film-a step- 
by-step analysis of micro­ 
slices of the human brain. 
But only recently has he 
teamed with Kent R Wilson, 
of the UCSD chemistry 
department, to reduce the 
anatomy of a brain to three- 
dim ensional 
com puter 
models, which provide a new 
precision 
for 
display, 
measurement 
and 
com­ 
parison of human brain 
structure 
In a process known as 
cinemorphology. the human 
brain is embedded in solid 
plastic, then placed on a 
giant 
microtome, 
which 
slices the brain at precise 
intervals, into pieces 25 
microns (a micron is one 
millionth of a meter). 
As each piece is sliced — 
about IO.(XX) of them — the 


remaining brain is precisely 
photographed. The series of 
photos are then put on movie 
film, and the result is a 
smooth flowing examination 
of the brain 
As Livingston described at 
a recent public showing of 
the 
film, 
“ the 
fanlike 
structure of the cerebellum 
opens like the petals of a 
flower.’’ 
Through electronic means, 
the individual photos have 
been converted to computer 
storage, to be retrieved as 
three-dimensional computer 
“ models." When projected 
they look much like intricate 
line drawings. Each of the 24 
parts of the brain, which 
have been converted, is in a 
different color 
Researchers can study 
any part of the brain, from 
any angle, and then can “ fit” 
it together with other parts 
to see their relationship 
While the new system is a 
boon to students — because 
it will enable them to better 
understand 
the 
sizes, 
shapes. 
and 
in­ 
ter-relationships of various 
parts 
of 
the 
brain. 
Livingston sees even greater 
potential in research 
He says the motion picture 
is merely a “ sideshow to 
quantatative neurology We 
wanted to have some means 
to get the absolutely ac­ 
curate 
and 
precise 
organization and relation­ 


ships’’ 
Once a “ normal” brain is 
so graphically displayed it 
can be used as a base against 
which to compare “ ab­ 
normal'' brains to determine 
how they differ. Livingston 
admitted that he’s now 
looking for a “ pedigreed 
brain’’ — that of someone of 
g r e a t 
i n t e l l e c t u a l 
achievement — to make 
comparisons.

As I have mentioned before, 
the study at Johns Hopkins, 
and other studies show a lack 
of tolerance to even one glass 
of milk in a high percentage of 
adults — I am not talking 
about children. 
As a nutritionist you must 
know that the Recommended 
Daily Dietary Allowance for 
calcium after age 3 is 800 
milligrams to 1000 milligrams 
a day and that there are only 
288 milligrams of calcium in a 
glass of milk Even children 
can’t get the daily calcium 
required for proper growth 
from a single glass of milk. 
You also failed to mention 
that 
Sehrunshaws 
study 
showed that 15 per cent of the 
black children age 8 to 9 were 
intolerant to the amount of 
lactose found in only one-and- 
a-half glasses of milk. 
The lactose tolerance test of 
50 grams of lactose is 
equivalent to the amount of 
lactose found in one quart of 
milk, the amount that con­ 
tains 800 to 1000 milligrams of 
calcium — the Recommended 
Daily Dietary Allowance And 
if you want to know how big 
the problem is, more than 
5.000 of my readers have 
written already for informa­ 
tion on how to get the enzyme 
Lact-Aid that splits the milk 
sugar This product is not yet 
available to all parts of the 
country. The thousands of 
readers who want this infor­ 
mation, can write to SugarLo 
Co, P O Box 1017. Atlantic Ci­ 
ty, N J. 08404 for it 
As a nutritionist for one of 
the large national dairies you 
have an obligation to tell your 
company that the Schrimshaw 
study of children has no 
application to the more severe 
lactose intolerance problems 
of adults and that one glass of 
milk a day is far below the 
amount children or adults 
need for daily calcium re­ 
quirements Perhaps you can 
help increase the market for 
milk by helping to solve the 
problem instead of trying to 
ignore it.

DEAR POLLY — Do not discard small lamp shades that are 
shabby looking, but cover them with pretty paper and place on 
closet shelves to serve as great hat racks. 
Use heavy wool knitting yarn to mend tears in plush stuffed 
toys. The yarn’s elasticity prevents a further tear in the same 
area and the bulk of the wool holds the stuffing in.

The violence and hostility 
destroying high school athlet­ 
ics are being created mainly 
by the schools themselves, 
according to two sociology 
researchers. 
The development of ” we- 
they attitudes’’ in team con­ 
tests, the insistence on loud 
demonstrations of school 
loyalties, the building of 
“ grudge matches,” and the 
exhortations 
of 
“ sexy” 
cheerleaders are what turns 
the “ crowd'’ at the game into 
the “ mob” in the parking lot. 
These are some of the find­ 
ings of Drs. Clifford Bryan 
and Robert Horton of the Ida­ 
ho State University l>epart- 
ment of Sociology presented 
recently before the American 
Educational Research Asso­ 
ciation 
The study, the most recent 
addition to the limited nation­ 
al research data on fan ag­ 
gression, is considered timely 
by school sports authorities 
debating the reintroduction of 
night games for high school 
football rn some cities around 
the country. 
The report speaks of a need 
to investigate the unexplored 
attitudes of those students ex­ 
cluded from active sports and 
relegated to the role of “ fan­ 
dom,” which is often an in­ 
adequate means of self-ex-

pression, the researchers 
say. 
There has been little re­ 
search in the area of sports, 
Bryan and Horton say. be­ 
cause few sports teachers 
Uke their education as far as 
the Ph.D., or gain any re­ 
search ability; few investiga­ 
tors feel sports is “ an area of 
human h eavier worthy of 
study” ; sociologists general­ 
ly view sports as a “ nonaca­ 
demic” area; sports profes­ 
sionals won t cooperate with 
“ intruding outsiders,” and 
there is little money available 
for sports research 
“ Good competitors and 
good fans - Uke good soldiers 
need to be initially hostile 
toward their opponents to in­ 
sure a good performance,” 
says the report. 
Pre-game aggressions are 
built to a peak by the aggres­ 
sion on the field through 
shouts of ” kiU ’em,” and 
“ p ulveriie 
them ,” 
and 
screams to murder, trample 
and stomp the opposition, say 
the researchers. 
.And suddenly the game is 
over, 
TTie players got rid of their 
aggressions on the field, but 
the fans (an abbreviation for 
fanatics, says the report) now 
have no way to dissipate their 
aggressions and no Urget to 
aim them at. 
Having “ internalized a col­ 
lective hatred of the enemy, 
there may be a residual feel­ 
ing that something must be 
done,” say the sociologists 
lf their team won, some 
specUtors take it as a per­ 
sonal duty to confront the op­ 
posing fans on the parking lot 
and "show them their place” 
once again. 
lf they lost, there is a need 
for revenge. 
Such spectators are some­ 
times the “ athleticaUy in­ 
ept,” those of "mediocre tal- 
ents,” whose only function in 


sports is to be a part af the 
loyal, cheering crowd. For 
them, the after-the-game 
fight is one of the few avenues 


left for (necessary) se lf-dis­ 
play. 


Schools compound this by 
often stressing athletic rather 
than academic excellence, 
the report says. 
The one-year study was 
sUrted in the fall of the 1974- 
75 academic year and was 
conducted in a predominantly 
white, rural western area. 
The 
researchers 
studied 
athletics and other group ac­ 
tivities and concluded, "Rock 
concerts, a type of activity 
which many people hold in 
disapproval, seem to produce 
no more nor leas disruptive 
behaviors than do the nation­ 
ally cherished games of foot­ 
ball and basketball.” 
In view of the location and 
population involved in the 
study, Bryan and Horton say 
their findings are probably a 
“ very conservative estimate 
of the scope, nature and ex­ 
tent of spectator aggression 
and violence which might ac­ 
company team sports ” 
O le possible way of reduc­ 
ing violence offered by the so­ 
ciologists is the introduction 
of activities after the game to 
give the crowd a chance to 
calm down. 
They also note some new 
problems facing police offi­ 
cers when not only students, 
but “ little old ladies become 
embroiled in fisticuffs in the 
grandstands.” 
"Youthful 
antagonists 
could be physically broken 
apart, perhaps handcuffed, 
maced and arrested; but few 
of the young policemen feel 
they would be comfortable 
trying to pin a 60-year-old, 
gray-haired lady to the floor 
in front of a cheerily audi­ 
ence of 6,000 fans,” the re­ 
searchers say.

TOKYO 
TTie prolifera­ 
tion of private schools called 
“ gakushujuku” has gotten to 
the point where in the near 
future half of all primary and 
junior high school students 
will be attending them. 
These home schools are 
peculiar to Japan where suc­ 
cess in life depends to a large 
extent on graduating from 
the “ right” schools, i.e., 
prestigious universities The 
competition 
to 
enter 
top­ 
notch universities is so great 
that a child must prepare for 
it even while he is still in pri­ 
mary school 
Various 
English 
terms 
have 
been 
applied 
to 
“ gakushujuku” 
such 
as 
e x tra - cu rricu la r 
cram 
school, home school, cram­ 
ming school or simply private 
school 
Generally there are three 
categories of “ juku ” The 
first is 
for 
children 
who 
intend to go on to higher 
schools. The second is de­ 
signed to supplement formal 
schooling and the third to 
prepare a pupil for entrance 
to the juku of the first cate­ 
gory. 
There 
are 
also 
home 
schools 
that specialize 
in 
teaching "soroban” (abacus) 
and calligraphy but these are 
not ordinarily included in the 
gakushujuku. 
According to a survey 
taken by a major Japanese 
bank earlier this year, one 
out of every three primary 
school pupils in the metro­ 
politan Tokyo area and rn the 
Keihanshtn 
( Kyoto-Osaka- 
Kobe area) district attend 
private 
cramming 
schools 
and three out of every five go 
to an ordinary juku or private 
school that teaches subjects 
not directly related to those 
that are given in entrance 
exams 
Juku-goers among junior 
high school students are out­ 
numbered by those among 
primary school pupils but 
still they are considerable 
enough. 
Half of all junior 
high 
school students in the Tokyo- 
Keihanshin areas attend the 
cramming school and one out 
of five receive tutoring at 
home. 
Of course these rates of at­ 
tendance are in major cities. 
In rural districts they are 
much smaller but even so 
experts predict that the na­ 
tionwide 
average 
would 


reach 50 per cent in not too 
distant future. 
The lucrative, booming 
home school business has in­ 
vited the incursion of a num­ 
ber of enterprises To name a 
few of them, Toei Co., lid ., a 
motion picture firm noted for 
its gangster movies, operates 
a 4OO-pupil Sunday classes for 
children aspiring for higher 
education. It plans to open 
similar sc hools in the Kansai 
I western Japan) area short­ 
ly 
Nichimen Co., 
Ltd., a 
major trading house, has 
ventured into what it calla 
“ franchise private schools ” 
Sanyo Electric Railway Co. 
of Kobe is using its confer­ 
ence rooms for holding pri­ 
vate classes for children, 
leading many to wonder why 
a railway company should 
operate home schools as a 
“ service to passengers ” 
A major bookstore is run­ 
ning a chain of home schools 
giving English lessons and al­ 
most all of the firms spe­ 
cializing in producing educa­ 
tional material are involved 
in 
operation 
of 
private 
schools. 
Even the Sports Nippon, a 
major sports newspaper, has 
been holding summer classes 
for 
children 
preparing 
to 
enter higher schools and 
other newspapers are report­ 
edly eyeing the business. 


In all, an estimated IOO 
enterprises are known to be 
running 
private 
classes. 


A chief factor contributing 
to the home school boom lies 
in the formal education itself. 
Takashi Fukaya, 39, a mem­ 
ber of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives who was a juku 
operator before he turned 
politician, explains that since 
lessons taught at primary 
and junior high schools are 
centered on pig>ils and stu­ 
dents of average standing 
those who lag behind are 
forced to attend outside 
schools to keep up with the 
class. 
Teachers simply do not 
have the time to keep track of 
every 
pupil 
in 
his class 
(Japanese teachers are said 
to be the busiest in the world) 
and the Education Ministry, 
not satisfied with the present 
curricula, are cramming the 
schools with more subjects. 
Then it would be only natural 
that teachers tend to rely on 
home schools for teaching the 
“ failures” (those lagging be­ 
hind).
